I write for other purposes but when we spoke yesterday you mentioned the tilings I've 
acid aoout my local medical care.

il noted and I agree that his attitude toward me lias been different the last two times 
we saw him. I tliink this may in part be because he is having a new house built just above 
us on tile mountain and knowing tliat^ 1 took him some sprigs of vinca, which makes a fine 
and attractive land cover, so he could see them and show them to his wife in the event 
they have what is not unlikejKin tliis mountainside, some land that requires a ground cover.

Then -°ara- 
kat added "I did not want to worry you for nothing." I accepted the ambiguity, nothing 
perhaps meaning nothing can be done about it or nothing to worry about. I told him merely 
that it had not troubled me but tliat I do like to unders^tdd my problems. (He also did not 
tell me tliat he did not expect me to live through the 1989 heart surgery but I saw no 
point in telling him perhaps the patient should know so he can make an informed decision 
because I'd have made the same decision anyway, believing it was necessary.)
